NOW ITS THE PRINTERS! 


Tbe ContpealCM« off tk« New York

NMW 
YOBK, July 28.—Typograpical 
Union No. 6 last night ordered on a 
strike the compositors in the offices of 
the Sun, the Timef, and the World, 365 
men in all. The cause of the strike waa 
the resolution of several morning and 
afternoon papers to qombine for the 
purpose of mataal benefit and support 
and to order a reduction of 10 per cent, 
in the wages of their employes. 
. . 


At 7 p. m., the men met in the com- 
posing rooms and started to work at 
their cases as usual. At 7:30 o'clock, 
an order was brought for the men to 
quit work at once and leave the offices. 
The men put on their coats and went 
out. At 10 p. m., there were only 
eighteen men at work in the World 
office, including Colonel John A. Cock- 
erill, who was acting as foreman of the 
composing room, and O. W. Fisk, the 
night editor, who became temporaiy 
•copy chopper." 
Several reporters were also pressed 
into service. 
Little work could be done 
by this small force to take the place of 
the one 
hundred 
and 
seventy-five 
strikers. 


At the office of the Sun, it was said at 
a late hour, that seventy-eight non-union 
men were at work in the place of the 
one hundred union men on the strike, 
although the pickets of "Big 6" de- 
clared that only forty-eight men had 
been secured by that office. 


At the Times George Jones was in 
despair, not a single man being found 
to put in type the copy of the day. 


George Jones, jr., and George F. 
Spinney, of the Times, and representa- 
tives from the San and World, held a se- 
cret conference to decide upon their 
immediate action. The executive board 
of the union met at their headquarters 
and 
received a message from the 
committee, representing the World, Sun 
and Times asking for a compromise. 


The answer was that there must be no 
compromise, but a surrender with this 
proviso. That at Sunday's meeting of 
the executive board, the new scale would 
be considered, but as an ex-president of 
"Big 6" said, with little hope of its be- 
ing indorsed. 


The Times was the first to yield, and 
all its old men, who were sober went 
back to work. At the Sun office a brave 
attempt was made to stand by the new 
men,but this was found to be impossible, 
if a settlement was to be effected, and 
they were therefore discharged. 


It was just midnight when the World's 
men filed into the composing room and 
took their accustomed place at their 
cases.

The mayor yesterday gave orders to 
have the regular police of the dty 
mounted and fifty new men sworn in, 
which was promptiy done. 


The strikers are an ignorant brutal 
mob, none of whom can speak English, 
and if it had not been for the timely ac- 
tion of the authoritioe, it is hard to tell 
what would have happened.

The 
one great danger from the use of either 
natural or artificial gns arises solely from 
thooaroleMtneBB of consumers. Explosioni 
are not of frequent occurrence, but they 
are invariably traceable to ignorance or 
neglect 
From tho UBO of natural gas 


itself little or no harm can result, the 
doctors claim, if due care is titkon. 
Its 


principal cliemical factor is sulphurated 
hydrogen and unless breathed to excess, 
it is not positively dangerous. 
A groat 


mnny people sit in rooms whore the 
gun is burning or sleep in rooms con- 
stantly hwted by it,' and' they 


that they never experienced any dele- 
terious effects from it, except, perhaps, 
a alight headache, due more to a lack 
of ventilation tlum to any chemical 
property of the gas. "The first effect of 
natural gas on the human system," 
said a physician recently, "is in the 
longs and bronchial urguue, to which it 
acts as aii irritant. It is remarkable for 
ita drying heat, and it is apt to cause 
the mouth to become parched and in- 
flamed, if enough of it is allowed to 
escape into the room, but even this 
trouble IB a local oue. It can be very 
easily removed, and when that is done it 
leaves the human system an it was be- 
fore. There is no permanent barm, in 
my opinion, that con result to one from 
its effects, unless carried to tliu extreme 
extent, whore it becomes n poison, UK 
almost any fluid will do. 


"The one great danger to bo avoided 
an explosion, for the gas is BO vola- 


tile, and I suppose thut, like all other 
new experiniuutH, it will require a few 
severe lessons before the people will 
learn to be careful. 
Bnt if they are 


careful, and at the same time attentive 
to all leaks or possible escapements, I 
think we are to be congratulated on hav- 
ing it here, uud lit tliu siimu time reat 
perfectly at euHO for our own personal 
wifely."
